‘ fuch a Scheme I own I would not allow myfelf to think 
‘ was contrived or approved of by any Gentleman in the 
¢ Adminiftration; I did imagine that all thofe in the Ad- 


miniftration, were very well convinced, that a General Ex- 
cife was what the People of England would never quietly 
fubmit to, and therefore I would not allow myfelf to be- 
lieve that any of them would ever countenance 2 Scheme 
which had the leaft Tendency that way: But now, Sit,

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“after having heard it opened, and fully explained by the

hon. Gentleman on the Floor, I cannot but think that it 
is a wide Step towards eftablifhing a general Excife upon 
the People of this Nation, and therefore I muft be excufed 
in giving my Diffent to it. 
‘ In fo far as it relates to Trade, with which it certainly 
has a very clofe Conneétion, I fhall leave to be explained 


by others, who are more converfant in thofe Affairs than 


Iam; and as to how far it may be a remedy for the 
Frauds mentioned by the hon. Gentleman, I will not take 
upon me to fay; but there is another Concern, which I 
fhall always, while I have the Honour to fit in this Houfe, 
have a particular Eye to, and that ts, Sir, the Liberty of 
my ‘Country. Fhe Danger which this Scheme feems to 
threaten to the Liberty of many of my Fellow-Subjecs, 
is alone of fufficient Force to make me give my Negative 
to the Queftion moved for. Let Gentlemen, but reflect 
Jet them but caft their Eves back on the feveral Laws 


that have been made fince the Revolution, they will there 
find, that there has been already more Power vefted in- 
the Crown than may be thought altogether confiftent with 

the Conftitution of a free Country ; and therefore, Sir, I 


hope this Houfe will never think of adding to that Power, 
which there may be fome ground to fufpect to be already 
too far extended. | 

‘ The Laws of Excife, Sir, have always been looked 


on as moft grievous to the Subject: All thofe already fub-— 


jected. to fuch Laws, are, in my Opinion, in fo far depri- 
ved of their Liberty ; and fince by this Scheme, a great 
many more of his Majefty’s faithful Subjects are to be fub- 
jected to thofe arbitrary Laws, Jet the Advantages accru- 
ing tothe Publick from it be never fo great or fo-many, 
they will be purchafed at too dear a Rate, if they are pur- 
chafed at the Expence of the Liberty of the meaneit of his 
Maje‘ty’s Subjeéts ; for even the meaneft Man in the Na- 
tion, has as natural and as good a Right to his Liberty, 
as ine greateft Man in this or in any other Kingdom. 

© Let us, Sir, but take a view of our neighbouring Na- 
tions in Exrope, they were all once free, the People of every 
one of them had once as many Liberties and Privileges to 
boaft of, as we have now, but at prefent they are moft 
cf tnem reduced to a State of Slavery, they have no Li- 
bert), no | roperty, no Law, nor any thing that they can 
depend on, Let us examine their Hiftories, let us on eee 
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Seon of Parhament; in fuch a delay there can be no 
Danger, there can be no great Lofs to the Publick, more

Publick Is Cheated of what is due to them, but likewife 
every private Confuimer. is moft grofsly impofed on, for 
he pays the fame Price as if the Duties had aCtually been 
paid to. the Publick. He pays a high Price for what he 
Confumes, but then he has this for his Comfort, that he 
thinks a great Part of that high Price goes towards the 
publick Good of his Country ; but in all frandulent Trade 
he isimpofed on, the high Price he pays, goes every Far- 
thing of it into the. Pocket of the fraudulent Deiter, 
then being plainly the Cafe, I fhould think that 
the Gentlemen who are to oppofe this Scheme, would 
endeavour to fhew us, that no fuch Frauds as are pre- 
tended have been committed, or that they are fo incon- 
liderable ‘thar tliey are not worth minding ; or that what 
is now propofed would be no fort of Remedy for them ; 
but upon the prefent Quettion, to talk of our Conttitution, 
feems really to me to bea fort of Infinuation, as if Irauds, 
in the cullcSiing of the publick Revenue, were become 
a Part of our Conftitution, and that whoever attempts to 
remedy them, muft attempt fomething: againft our Con- 
{titution: And as tothe Liberty of the Subject, it is not 
poffible for me to find out any’ Liberty that can be ttruck

T his, Sir, muft fecure to his Majefty the Affections of 
all honeft Men, and it will greatly improve our Charac- 
ter amone our foreion Neighbours ; for when they fee tha 
the Government may be fupported i in Times of Peace, 
without the Affiftance of that Impotion. which is yearly 
raifed upon the Land-holders of Greai-Britain, they wil} 
be careful of giving us any Difturbance or Offence ; thev 
will ali fee that we have a Fund in referve, ready at all 
Times, and fuficient for fupporting a moft heavy and ex- 
penfive War. 
* As to the Severity of the Laws of Excife, I am fur- 
prifed, Sir, to hear Gentlemen talk fo much of it as they 


do. ‘They talk of thofe Laws as if there were fomething | 


in. them moft ingularly fevere, when it is well known 
that the Laws of the Cuftoms are in many Cafes as 
fevere as thofe of the Excife,; and the Powers - erant- 
ed by the former are in moft Cafes as extenfive as the 
Powers granted by the latter : An Officer of the 
Cuitoms, Sir, has in many Cafes a Power of entering 


the Houfe of any in Britain: This, Sir, 
“ 
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is a Power that is abfolutely neceffary to be. given, and 
will always be neceffary as long as we have any Duties 
to be levied : It is a Power they have had for many Years, 
and yet it never has been, I hope it never will be abufed 5 
if ever it fhould, the Parliament would without Doubt fe- 
verely chattife that Oficer that committed fuch an Abufe, 
or thofe Commiflioners who dared to encourage him in the © 
committing of anv fuch Abufe. In this therefore, the 
Laws of the Excife are no more fevere then the Laws of 
the Cuftonis, and in mof{t other Cafes we fhall find them 
pretty much the fame with refpeét to Severity ; for which 
Reaton I could not but be furprifed to hear the honourable 
Gentleman who ‘poke laft fay, that he thought all thofe 
who were fubject to the Laws of Excife were downright 
Slaves, and were entirely deprived of their Liberty : I be- 
lieve, Sir, that moft of thofe People, who are now fub- 
ject to the Laws of Excife, look upon them{elves to be as 
free, and to enjoy as much Liberty, as 2ny other of his — 
Majefty’s Subjects. 
©‘ One of the great Complaints againft this Scheme is, | 


find, Sir, that it will greatly encreafe the Number of 


Excife-Officers; a new Army of Excifemen it is fai 
muft be raifed for the Execution of this Scheme, and this 
may be of danoerous Confequence to our Liberties. But 
how little Weight there is in this Argument I leave to 
every Gentleman to judge: “The whole Number propofed 
to be added is not above 126 Officers; but granting that 
there were to be 150, is this Nation to be enflaved by 
150 little Excifemen ; In this there is really fomething : 
fo ridiculous, that I am almoft afhamed to mention it. 
‘ Another Objection is, that thereby a great many Peo- - 
ple will be fubjeéted to be tried by the Commiffioners of 
Excife, or by Commiffioners of Appeal, who are entirely 

dependent on the Crown, and removeable at Pleafure ; 
but this Objeétion, Sir, is I think entirely removed by 


making the Appeal to three Judges in Wefiminfter-hall, 


fe, and are confequently — 
independent on the Crown. To this the Gentlemen antwer, 
rire even before thofe Judges, the Subject is not to : 
tried by a Jury, and this is loudly complained of, as if t e 
fubjeting of Englifhmen to any Trial but that by 
were agreat Innovation, and a dangerous Encroachmen 


upon our Conftitution. I own, Sir, that by the _— 


who are all Judges for Li 
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ftitution, every Engli/hman is to be tried by his Peers ; but, 
Sir, has not the Wiflom of the Nation found it neceflary 
toadmit of many Exceptions to this general Rule; we 
hax e feveral of our moft eminent Courts, which are in e- 
very Method of their Proceeding an Exception to this 
Rule ; in the Court of Chancery we have no Trials by 
Juries; inthe High Court of Admiralty we have no Trials 
by Juties ; ; and in many particular Cafes it is ordered that 
the 7 fhall be tried in the moft fummary Way with- 
‘ out any Jury: In ail thefe Cafes the Wifdom of the Nation 
abe it neceflary to depart from the general Rule efiabli- 
« fhed by the Great Charter, and therefore they altered the 
« Method of T rial; why fhould not the Legiflature now do 
S the fame? Is nbt | ‘heir Power the fame? And if they fee 
* vood Reafons for it.in the prefent Cafe, ought not they 
*to.do it? Whatever is done by the W ifdom of Parlia- 
“ ment becomes a Part of our Conftitution ; and whatever 
* new Method of Trial is thereby introduced becomes from 
thenceforth as much a Part of our Conftitution as ever the 
one Was. 

* Now, Sir, if ever there was a Reafon in any Cafe for 
‘ altering the antient Method of Trial by Jury, Tam fure 
* there is a very ftrong Reafon for altering | it with Regard 
* to Trials concerning the Revenue : Ev ery Gentleman, 
been the Jeaft converfant in the Courts of eff- 
ne: hall, well knows the Partiality of Juries in Fa-

The Enquiry into the Rife and Progrefs of our late Partics

in HE abfurd Opinions about the Right, Power, and Pre- 


rogative of Kings, were {fo little able to take a deep Roor, 
and to ftand the Blaits of Oppolition, that Few of thofi, 
who drew their Swords on the Side of King Char/es the Firit, 
were determined to it bythem. I affert this Fa on cotem- 
porary Authority; on the Authority even of foie, who 
were themfelves engaged in that Cax /e from the Beginning 
to the End of our civil Wars. A more recent Tradition 
affures us, that when the /ame Opinions revived at the Re/forc- 
tion, they did not fink deep even then into the Minds. of 
Men, but floated fo fuperficially there, that the Per/ia- 
ment (the very Parliament, who had authorized them and im- 
pofe them, as [ obferved in the laft Paper) proceeded a great 
Way, and was ready to have proceeded farther, in direct 
Oppofion tothem. A Tradition ftil more recent will in- 
form us, and that is to be the Subject of this Paper, thet 
when thefe Opinions revived again, at the latter End of the 
fame Reign, with an Appearance of ereater Strength, and 
of amore national Concurrence than ever, they revived but 
to be exploded more effeCtually than ever. King Char/-s made 
Ufe of them to check the Ferment raifed againft his. Go. 
vernment ; but did not feem to expeét that they would fub- 
fiit long in Force. His wifer Brother depended much on 
them ; but his Dependence was vain. They were, at that 
Time, Wearing Out apace ; and they wore out the fafter by 
the extravagant Ufe which was made of them. They were 
in the Mouths of many, but the’ Hearts of few; for almoft 
all thofe, who had them in their Mouths, acted againft 
them. Thus were thefe wicked and ridiculous Pr “inciples of” 
Sieermmbnd twice revived, and twice deftroved again, in lefs 
than thirty Years from the Re//oration.

I will not defcend into the Particulars of an 
Affair, at this Time, fo well underftood, This Afini/fer was 
turned out, and might have been punifhed, in another manner, 
much more feverely than I pretume any one, who knows the 
Anecdotes of that Age, thinks that he deferved to be. But 
the Intention of this Attack, according to Rapin, was to fhew 
that the King, as well as his Brother, was at the [lead of a 
Confpiracy to deftroy the Government, and the Protefiant Religion, 
This is a very bold Affertion, and fuch a one as I do not pre- 
tend to warrant. But thus much is certain ; that if the Earl 
of Danby’s Impeachment had been tried, he muft have jufti- 
hed himfelf by fewing, what every one knew to be true ; 
that the fecret Nevotiations with france, and particularly that 
tor Adoney, were the Kizo’s Negotiations, not his. : 
whether the Kinz hoped, by diffolving the 
liament, to ftop this Profccution; or to foften that of the 
Popifh Plot; or to defeat the Project of exclucing the Duke 
of York ; his Hopes were all difappointed. The following 
wy Parliaments trod in the Steps of this, How, indeed, cou.

dinary Courfe, in the natural World. 
There was indeed one Point, which this Parliament had 
taken extremely to Heart, and which was no longer open 
to the Parliaments that followed; I mean the Condué of 
the King in forcign Affairs, during the War between France 
and Folland, and her Allies, which ended by the Treaty of 
Nemighen. ‘That War was not made in remote Countries. 
It was made at our Door. The Motives to it, on the Part 
of the Aggreffir, were neither Injuries received, nor Rights 
invaded ; but a Spirit of Conqueft, and barefaced Ufurpa- 
tion, The Intereft we had in it was not fuch as depended 
on along Chain of Contingencies, and required much Sub- 
tlety to find out, but plain and immediate. The Security, 
and, at one time, the very Exiftence of the Dutch Com- 
monwealth depended on the Event of it. No Wonder 
then, if the Conduct of the King, who joined openly with 


France at firft, and ferved her privately to better Purpofe- 


at laft, furnifhed ample Matter to the publick Difcontent, 
and helped to increafe the i!] Humours of fucceeding Par- 
liaments on two other Points, which were ftill open, and 


continued to draw their whole Attention, as long as King | 


Charies fufered any to fit, during the reft of his Reign. 
Thefe two Points were the Profecution of Perfons involved 


in the Pepi Plt, and the Exclufion of the Duke of Yorf. 


The firft of thefe had prepared Mankind for the fecond. The 


‘Truth is, that if nothing, which affeted the Duke, had been 
produced, befides Coleman’s Letters, thefe Proofs of his Endea- 
vours to fubvert the Religion and Liberty of the People he 
pretended to govern, joined to fo many others of publick 
Notoriety, which fhewed the whole Bent of his Soul, and 
the whole Scheme of his Policy, would have afforded Rea- 
fon more than fuficient for facrificing the Intereft, or even 
the Right (if you will call it fo) of one Man to the Prefer- 
Wation of thrce Kingdoms. I know how partial we are in 
che } udgments we make, concerning ourfelyes and our own 

Intere‘fts. 
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Interefts. I know that this Partiality is the immediate Ef 
fect of felf-love, the ftrongeft Spring in the human, nay, 
in the whole animal Syftem; and yet I cannot help being 
furprized, that a Man fhould expect to be trufted with 3 
Crown, becaafe he is born a Prince, in a Country where 
he could not be trufted by Law, and ought not to be trufted 
in Reafon, with a Confable’s Staff, if he was born a private 
Perfon. Let me add, that fuch an Expeétation muft be 
deemed more unreafonable in a Defcendant of Henry the 
4th of France, if poffible, than in any other Man. The 
hereditary Title of the Houle of Bourbox, on the Extinétion 
of that of Valois, was certainly as clear, and much better 
eftablifhed by the Laws and Ufage of France, than the he- 
reditary Richt of any Prince of the Houfe of Stuart to the 
Crown of Eveland; and yet Henry the 4th, with all the 
perfonal Qualifications, which could recommend a Prince 
to the Efeem and Love of his Subjects, would never have 
been received into the Throne by the French Nation, if he 
had not been of the Religion of that Nation. On what 
Foundation then could it be expeéted that a Proteftant and 
a irce Peopie fhould be lefs animated by Religion and Liberty 
both, than their Neighbours had been by Religion alone? far 
Liberty had nothing to do in that Conteit; Qu: 1 athers 
were thus animated at the time I am fpeaking of. ‘The 
long Parliament projected the Eeclujion, and if the Defign 
had been carried on, in the Spirit of a Country Party, it would 
probably have been carried on with a national Concurrence, 
and would confequeitly have fucceeded in Effect, tho’ not 
perhaps at once, nor in the very Form at frit propofed, 
The violent and fanguinary Profecution of the Popi/h Plot 
was intended, no doubt, to make the Succefs of the £a- 
clufjon more fecure, by railing the Paffion, of Men fo high, 


that no Expedient, but an ab/slute and immediate Exclufion, 


in the Terms of the Bil/, ihould. be thought fufhicient. I 
cannot help faying, on this Occafion, that I with this Jau- 
dable and juft Detign had not been purfued, by wading 
thro’ the Blood of fo many Men; Enemies to our Kelzgion 
and Liberty indeed ; but convicted, for the moif Part, on 
Evidence, which could hardly have pafled at any other 
time. I wifli we had. done nothing, which might be in- 
terpreted to the Difrcpute of our Religion, whiltt we 
attempted to profcribe theirs. In fine, | wifh, for the ho- 
nour of my Country, that the Prosecutions, on Account of 


this Plot, and much more on Account of amozner, which 
| was 
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was fet up as a Kind of Retaliation for this, and which 
caifed fome of the nobleft, as well as fome of the meanett 
Blood in the Nation to be fpilt, could be erazed out of 
the Records of Hiftery. But there is ftill a farther Reafon 
to with that greater Temper had been joined, at this time, . 
to the fame Zeal for Religion and Liberty. Men were mace 
to believe that the K7ng, who had yielded on fo many other 
Occefons, world yield on this; that he, who had civen up 
fo many would give up his Brother at ; and 
that if the Parliament would accept nothing lefs than the 
intheirrown way, it would be extorred from him.. 
Now in this thev were fatally deceived; and I muft con- 
tinue to fufpeét, till I meet with better Reafons than have 
vet found to the contrary, that they were fo deceived by 
the Intrigues of teva verv opposite Cabals; by the Duke ot 
Tork’s, who were averfe to all Exc/ufions, whether abjaluic 
or liniited, but moft to the lat; and by the Duke of Ado- 
nouth’s, who could not find their Account in any but an 
Pxclufion; nor in this neither, unlefs the pafied 
wont any mention of the Duke’s Daughters, as next in 
Suecefion; to which, as Bithop Burnet tells us, the Frince 
of Orange was willing to comply, on the Faith of Affa- 
rances he had received from hence; a Faét, which the A7- 


fio» mioht know, and we may therefore take on his Word, 


2s extraordinary as it feems. I would only obferve, that King 
fi -/fam, then Prince of Orange, could have no Reafon for 
confenting that his Pretenfions to the Crown fhould not 
be conhrmed by an 44, which excluded her Friher, except 
one; and that was the necedity, real, or apparent, of uniting 
different private Interefts in the publick Meafure of exciud- 
ice the Duke of Yoré. Now, if this was his Reafon, the 
fame Reafon proves, what fhall be farther confirmed in 
the next Paper, that a Spirit of Faéion ran thro’ the Fro- 
ceedines of thofe, who promoted the Bill of Exclufion, and 
when Faro was oppofed to Faden, there is no Room to 
wonder, if that of the Court prevailed. The Arng, who 
had not ufed to fhew Firmnefs on other Occafions, was firm 
on this; and the Confequence of pufhing the Exciifion, in this 
Monner, was giving him an Opportunity of breaking the 
Courtrs Perty; of dividing the Nation into Whie and Tory ; 
governing himfelf, without Parliaments ; and of leaving 
the Throne on n to his Brother, not only without Limi- 
tations, or Conditiens, but with a more abfolute Power effa- 
Dlifned, than any krince of his Family had enioved, 
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As foon as the Court had got, by Management, a plaufi- 
ble Pretence of objeSting a Ssirit of Faétion to thofe in the 
Oppofttiar, the Streneth of the Oppafition was broken, becavfe 
the national Union was diffolved. A Comntry Porty mult 
be authorized by the J oice of the Country. It mutt be formed 
on irincipies of common Intere/P. Tt cannot be united and 
maintained on the particular  rejudices, any more than it can, 
cr ought to be, directed to the particular Interefts of aay 
Set of Aten whaticever. A Party, thus conilituted, is im- 
properly called a Perzy, is the Nation, fpeaking 
Ingin the Difcourfe and Condu@ of particular Te 
will prevail in all Struggles fooner, or Tater, as lone os our 
Csuflriutio and nothing is more eafy to demon- 
{trate than this; that whenever fuch a Party find it diti- 
cult to prevail, our Con/Pitution is in Danger ; and when 
they find it impoffible, our Con/fitution mutt, in Fact, be 
altered. On the other Hand, whenever the Prejudices and 
Interetts of particular 8+ts of Men prevail, the Effence of a 
Country Party is annihijated, and the very Appearance «i it 
will foon be loit. Every Mian will refort, in this Cafe, to 
that Standard under which he hath been marfhalled in fr- 
mer Divifions; to which his Inclinations lead him ; or which, 
‘though he docs not intirely approve, yet he difteproves 
the leaft. 

~Sucha Diffolution of a Country Party was brought about 
at the Period, to which we are now come tn our De- 
duction of Parties, by the Paffions, tle publick Pique, and 
rivate Intereft of particular. Aten, and by the wily Intri- 
sues of the Court, The Diffolution of this Party, and the 
new Divifion of the Nation into /F4éig and Yory, brought 
us into extreme Danger. This extreme Danger reunited 
the Naticn again, and a Coalition of Parties faved the 
whole. Such an Experience might have fhewed them, 
that how oppotite foever their Profe/isns were, yet they 
really differed more on negacive than on pofitive Principles; 
that they faw one another in a fale Light, tor the mott 
Part, and fought with Phantoms, conjured up to maintain 
their Divifion, rather than with real Beings, Experience 
had not this happy Effect foon. The Swell of the 5ca con- 
tinued Jong, after the Storm was over ; and we have feen 
theje Parties kick and cuff, like drunken Men, when they 
were both of the fame Side. - - - Let us hope that this Scene _ 


of tracical Foy is over, to the Difappointment of pi he 
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who are contcious of pa/? Iniguity, or who meditate future 
Ahi fchies.
